The negotiutor of the treaty of 
Guadalope Hidalgo was instructed to offer a very 
large sum of mouey for the right of transportation 
across the Istbmus of Tehuantepec. The Mexican 
Government did not accede to the proposition for 
the purchase of the right of way, probably because 
it had already contracted with private individua's 
for the construction of the passage from Huatascu- 
ala to Tehuantepec.

mus and the rights of sovereignty of N. Grenada 
over that territory with a view that a free transit 
from ocean to ocean may not be interrupted during 
the existence of the treaty.
